should subordinate his other busi- 
ness to doing this work.

of delay will be considerable.

Few persons will question the /state- 
ment that Henry B. Gentry, president 
and general manager of the Sells-Floto 
circus, which will be in Newark Fri- 
day, May 18, is the greatest animal 
trainer America ever 
produced. 
Mr. 
Gentry declares his success due to tho 
chemical affinity he seems to possess 
for all lower animals. 
"Chemical afllnlty," says Mr. Gentry, 
"is something existing in common be- 
tween two animals, whether they are 
human beings, lower animals or a hu- 
man being and a lowet- animal. How 
oiten," he continued, "have you seen a 
stray dog slink away from one man on 
the street and turn to another to wag 
his tail? 
"When the dog wags his tall his In- 
stinct has told him more than you 
know of yourself. It is an expression 
of confidence, a touch of nature, and 
such a touch of nature makes 
the 
whole world kin. I presume I was born 
with an affinity for all lower animals. 
"Like all boys, I had a dog, and I 
trained my first dog. Later on a show- 
man with a little trouije of dogs and 
ponies came through my home town. 
The man offered me a job taking care 
of the dogs and ponies. I took it and, 
learning all I could from that man, I 
improved on what he taught me. 
"Kindness is an absolute essential in 
training. 
Use kindness and confidence 
will follow. Then comes patience. 
Be 
patient in first showing the animal you 
are training what you want done. Try 
the same thing a thousand times if 
necessary until you have made the ani- 
mal understand. 
"After teaching the first little trick, 
such as lifting the front foot, rehearse 
your student once or twice a day. Re- 
member, your pupil will tire easily. Do 
not exhaust him. Twenty rehearsals 
of ten minutes each are much more ef- 
fective than twenty rehearsals of an 
hour's duration. Your animal will learn 
quicker and more thoroughly. 
"From one trick pass to another, but 
at every lesson go over what the ani- 
mal has learned in previous lessons. 
When rehearsing your pet it is better 
to be alone. This will avoid distraction 
of his attention, and that is a very sa- 
lient point in training. 
"In training a cat you are liable to be 
severely scratched?" said one of his 
audience. 
"Protect yourself against that," said 
Mr. Gentry, "by arranging a pair of 
muffs for the front feet. Then take the 
cat into a corner. Command its atten- 
tion by tapping it on the nose when it 
becomes inattentive. 
The more taps 
the cat gets the quicker he learns'. 
"A cat seldom forgets, but it is hard- 
er to teach a cat than a dog. I have 
spent nearlv a lifetime training ani- 
mals. Mv recipe for doing so is sim- 
Dle. simply this: 
"First, establish yourself in the good 
will of the animal to he trained. 
"Second, be patient with your pupil. 
"Third, do not over work the. pupil at 
any time. 
"Fourth, be exact in every detail in 
the routine of your work. 
"Fifth, always be firm, impress _ your 
subject that you are the boss; animals 
learn this more quickly than men; ani- 
mals always obey the boss."

BUREAU ANY TIME 


Because the Columbus citj coun- 


cil has refused to provide quarters 
for the state labor exchange, Fre<l 
C. Croxton, state official in charge, 
has threatened to bring the state of- 
fice to Newark. 


Newark is ready and willing to 


receive the office and is prepared 
to furnish quarters, according 
to 


Manager Mosser of the Chamber of 
Commerce. The Chamber has been 
fighting for an office here for a 
year past and heretofore lias 
had 


little encouragement or help from 
the state 
department. 
Numerous 


delegations have gone to Columbus 
to secure more state help than has 
been given. 


A small appropriation for office 
quarters is all that 15 necessarj and 
the advantage to the city is regard- 
ed as important b> 
emplojes 
of 
labor. 
The Chamber of Commerce 
has maintained a labor bureau at 
its own expense, working under Hie 
auspices of the state, but officials 
of the chamber are anxious to se- 
cure the headquarters exchange or 
at least a branch with a state offi- 
cer in charge. Newark was the first 
city of its s'ze to take up this line 
of work and chamber members feel 
that It is entitled to more considera- 
tion than it has heretofore received.
